At tim es w hen th e .scarcity of freight 
cars cau ses the railroads to place an

• ars to see that they do not run aw ay 
and becom e wanderers upon the face 
o f the earth is a stupendous one for 
each com pany. 
B efore the National Association of 
Car 
A ccountants 
w as 
formed 
and 
t here w as no close t rn Hic arrangem ent 
betw een th** various railroad system s 
respe' ting the control < f freight curs 
it w as a com m on thing for som e er 
rn tic unit to truvel ten or tifteen thou 
sand m iles before it returned to its 
.starting point. 
There is the record of 
(tun runaw ay car that w as aw ay from 
home for nearly tw o years, and in that 
time it traveled a tritlo over 20,000 
miles, visiting nearly all Hie principal 
cities o f the United States. 
In all that tim e a cur tracer from 
the com pany w hich ow ned it w as on 
its track, hut it eluded him constantly 
until it w as finally run dow n and sent 
back hom e from a remote region in 
Texas. 
When it left tin* home sheds 
it w as a bright new car; when it re­ 
turned

w as battered 
and old—so 
travel 
stained 
that

maker 
could burlily recognize it.

prize record for truancy among freight 
cars. 
Traffic conditions have been greatly 
in proved sin ce those days, and rail­ 
way com panies detaining ti car belong 
lug to nnotiicr company are penalized 
by a tine. 
T he agreem ent is that when 
a car is received from snot tier railroad 
it shall be Immediately unloaded and 
returned to its owner. 
But in tim e of 
a general car fam ine not all of the 
railroads obey this rub*. B ecause there 
Is m ore prolit hi using the cur, even 
though a dally line is exacted for Its 
unlaw ful 
detention, 
som e 
railw ays 
keep it for weeks or even m ouths for 
its ow n Hallie, returning it on!} nftei

sm all connecting railroads are often 
the greatest offenders In this respect 
in tim es such tis tin* present, when 
traffic congestion is more than tumuli) 
abnormal. 
W hen a freight cnr is built it is giv­ 
en a num ber before it leaves the shop, 
and thereafter It is alw ay* known by 
that number until it is worn out aud 
scrapped. 
When a new ear receives 
its number aud start* out upon its

record book, and it careful account of 
its w anderings aud earning powers is 
kept there.

It may be headed south w hile he 
is traveling north or rolling merrily 
toward the Pacific w hile he is going to 
ward Ute Atlantic.
